AUGUST RECORD 
ATLANTA MONTH 


Splendid Cotton Crops 
Indicate Heavy Sales 
Over South 


TLANTA, Ga., Sept. 15 (U. 
T. P. S§S.).— August 
proved to be one of the big-| 
gest months in the history of 
the automobile business in At- 
lanta in the sale of new pas- 
senger cars, according to offi- 
cial figures issued last week 
by the state motor vehicle de- 
partment, showing 494 new 
cars registered from Fulton 
county, of which Atlanta is 
the principal city, during the 
month. 

As there were twenty-six work- 
ing days during the month, this is 
an average of exactly nineteen new 
ear sales per day for that period, 
as nearly all of the registrations 
were of Atlanta-bought cars.

AUTO EMPLOYEES 
‘WILL ORGANIZE 


Movement Begun to In- 
clude All Service 
Workers 


By J. H. MONTE 

Greensboro, N. C., Sept. 15.—A 
movement to weld together auto- 
motive service employees on.a na- 
tional basis, for the dual purpose 
of inspiring renewed ambition 
among the employees and stimu- 
lating confidence of the public, is 
announced by Coleman W. Roberts 
of Greensboro in launching the 
Certified Service Men’s Association, 
This organization is unique in that 
it is the only one of its kind ex- 
tant. Other branches of the in- 
dustry have long been organized, 
but no association of the service 
men—the actual contact men be- 
tween employer and motorist—has 
been broached. 

Membership in thé Certified Ser- 
vice Men’s Association cannot be 
obtained for mere money. Em- 
ployers must first recommend em- 
ployees for membership, and then 
the applicant must secure the in- 
dorsement of at least two custom- 
ers he has served consistently, 
testifying to his ability and charac- 
ter. Membership in the associa- 
tion entitles the applicant to wear 
the official badge of blue, gold and 
white jeweler’s enamel, and to dis- 
play an attractive framed certifica- 
tion of ability and a flowing flag of 
blue and gold bearing the insignia 
of the organization. Thus an estab- 
lishment employing twelve men 
who qualify as certified service men 
is entitled to fly twelve flags. 
Ome requisite is that the appli- 
cant must have at least six months’ 
faithful, competent service. In- 
cluded in the application blank is 
the following paragraph: “I agree 
to be courteous, efficient and hon- 
est in all my dealings with the pub 
lic and my employer. I shall al. 
ways perform my work to the bes 
of my ability, giving to the cus 
tomer the best advice which expe- 
rience has taught me. I shall re- 
frain from the use of vulgar o1 
profane language and the use of 
intoxicating liquor while serving 
the public.” 

The plan is offered to the entire 
industry as the basis of a part 
cure of the great problem and is 
not broached as a cure-all or per- 
fect panacea at the outset.

Says Most Important Consideration Is Sales 
Energy of Maker 


HAT factors should the dealer consider before he 

changes his line or takes on 2» new one? Frank 

A. Winerich, president of the Winerich Motor Sales Com- 

pany, San Antonio, is able to answer this question as well 
as perhaps any man in the couniry. 


speaks

He is a dealer, and 
from the dealer’s standpoint. 
knows the business from 
experience. He is one of the 
pioneer car merchants of the 
Southwest and has represented 
the Willys-Overland line for 14 
years. He also has the Studebaker 
franchise, and at various times 
has sold the products of several 
other manufacturers. Here is 
what he has to say about a prob- 
lem the solution of which may 
often mean a dealer’s failure or 
success :— 

‘In choosing a new iine, 
whether a man is just entering 
the business or taking on another 
line, he should thoroughly in- 
vestigate the firm with which he 
intends to do business. A good 
financial rating doesn’t guaran- 
tee that the cars will sell well: 
nor will the fact that the firm 
has been in business a long time 
necessarily prove that they have 
an exceptional proposition. 


Investigate Maker 
“The the 
automobile manufacturer should 
not up the financial 
end of the business, but he should 


man _ investigating 


only look 


find out how long they have been 
in business, how many cars they 
have built, and what their repu- 
tation is for doing business with 
the dealers. 

“There are also other factors 
which have an important bearing 
in determining the worth of a car 
as asajes product. The price of 
the finished car must be taken 
into consideration, for this item 
has some weight in determining 
the car’s resale value as an item 
of merchandise. There is a lim- 
it to the buying power of every 
community and this must be 
taken into consideration when a 
dealer is investigating a new line. 

“It is easier to find a man who 
will buy a cheap car than it is 
to find one who will buy an ex- 
pensive car, for there are more of 
them. Therefore, a community 
Cannot stand too many dealer- 
ships in any particular class, for 
it cannot support them. 


Resale Value 

“One factor regarding the car 
which must be taken into con- 
sideration is its resale value. 
You will find that some cars that 
have a selling price of around 
$2,000 have a resale value in a 
few years which is greater than 
that of a car which sells for 
$2,500 or $3,000. The reason of 
this is that the car selling for 
$2,000 has a stronger organiza- 
tien back of it. 

“The main spring back of the 
whole works, however, is the 
selling power of an organization. 
No matter how much money or 
brains an organization may have, 
unless they put their product 
across to the public in an attrac- 
tive and forceful manner the 
dealer is taking a risk with their 
line. 

“Another point. A dealer 
must be able to judge the fancies 
of his individual community. A 
ear that has a wonderful sales 
record in New York may fall flat 
in Texas, and vice versa. It is a 
point that rests with the judg- 
ment of the dealer himself. 

“I believe more in sales organ- 
ization, however, than in any- 
thing else in determining the sell- 
ing power of a car. This is 
shown by the fact that some cars 
have been on the market for 
years, but are comparatively un- 
known, while others are practi- 
cally new and are enjoying a 
Popular demand. It is the result 
of efficient and competent sales 
organization.”’

T can almost be set down as 

a definite line of demarca- 
tion that in prosperous dealer 
establishments the service man- 
ager understands his responsi- 
bility to sales, and in the less 
prosperous establishments either 
the service manager dees net 
understand his responsibility or 
he is not permitted to equip 
himself with men and materials 
to assume it. 

As an illustration, I knew of 
an establishment where the 
dealer and his salesmen stressed 
Service in making solicitations, 
and even after the sale was com- 
pleted talked service. Yet the 
service manager of this organi- 
zation when asked what were 
his responsibilities said: “As I 
understand it, I am to lose as 
little money as possible and keep 
as many repair beggars away 
from here as I can.” 

When some of the sales argu- 
ments used by his firm were 
quoted to him, he said: “I have 
not heard anything like that. 
In fact, 
idea accepted, but when I go to 
the sales office they treat me as 
a necessary evil and will not 
permit me to spend aby money 
to build up an organization that 
might pay. I would welcome an 
opportunity to prove that I can 
keep sold, and also make 
money.’ 

In this case there 
was no comprehension on the 
part of those engaged in selling 
the car that the responsibility 
of the service department was 
to keep the car sold and to make 
the owner of the car a prospect 
for another car some time, or to 
make him a repair customer.
